Lunik Misses 


Moon By Over 


5,000 Miles 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Lunik IV rocket m issed the moon 
by more than 5,000 m iles and is 
now going into orbit around the 
cdrth, 
the official Soviet Tass 
News agency said today. 


Tass said the space probe— 
R ussia’s first moon shot in al­ 
most four years and the fourth 
it has m ade—“crossed the sur­ 
face of the m oon" at a distance 
of 8,500 kilom eters <5,270 m iles). 


The announcem ent ended a day 
of official silence and widespread 
m ystery over the rocket’s fate. 


E arlier, it had been speculated 
the Soviets hoped 
to m ake a 
“ soft landing’’ — either by the 
rocket or by an instrum ent pack­ 
age ejected from the rocket — on 
the surface of the m oon.. 


R ussia’s three previous moon 
shots were m ade in 1959. The Rus­ 
sians claim ed one landed on the 
moon 
and 
another circled 
the 
moon and sent back the first pic­ 
tures of its hitherto unseen far 
side. 


Soviet scientists never said ex­ 
actly what they hoped Lunik IV 
would achieve. 


But a Tass announcem ent F ri­ 
day night said the I 12-ton space 
station would pass close to the 
moon.

About 250 persons, including the 
cast of “ Sound of M usic,” fled 
uninjured. Seventy-five were res­ 
cued over aerial 
ladders after 
they were trapped in their rooms. 


In recent months there have 
been ffres in hotels w here the 
theater cast stayed in Baltim ore, 
Minneapolis and Columbus, Ohio. 
No one was injured in any of 
these blazes. 


Police said the boy told con­ 
flicting stories when questioned 
earlier. When requestioned for sev­ 
eral hours yesterday, authorities 
said he told them he got m atches 
from a hotel clerk after saying 
thai his m other wanted them . 


Police quoted the boy as telling 
them : 


"I went down to the lobby and 
got some m atches. Then I want 
hack upstairs but instead of going 
into my own room, I went into 
the ehipty room.

Message From 
Pope To Cover 
Atomic Age 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) -Pope 
John XXIII’s new encyclical on 
peace is expected to be a major 
pronouncement on the duties of 
Roman Catholics in the atomic 
era. 
The Latin language encyclical 
“Paean in Terris (Peace on 
Earth),” reported to run 20,000 
words or longer, is undergoing fi­ 
nal changes in phrasing. It will 
be issued during Holy Week, prob­ 
ably next Thursday. 
Although its contents are secret, 
Catholic sources have predicted 
it will be a full “theological trea­ 
tise on peace in the 20th Century.” 
They said it is likely to go far 
beyond simple appeals for good 
will to analyze such atomic age 
situations as the cold war. 
These circles said it was felt 
that events since World War II 
have broken the patterns of tradi­ 
tional doctrines on peace and war. 
The danger of total atomic de­ 
struction, these circles felt, may 
require a reassessment of distinc­ 
tions between different kinds of 
war. The cold war and localized 
conflicts have created situations 
which do not fit into the old pat­ 
terns, they said. 
Among other new problems, the 
sources cited the role of U.N. 
troops as an international police 
force, the church’s attitude to­ 
wards conscientious objectors and 
the duties of Catholics serving in 
the armed forces. 
The sources said the encyclical 
is expected to analyze all these 
problems from separate theologi­ 
cal, moral, juridical, social and 
economic viewpoints.

A copyright dispatch in the 
Montreal Star said stiff letters had 
shot back and forth between Otta­ 
wa and Washington over the paper, 
which was said to have been left 
behind by Kennedy’s party after 
the May, 1961, conference between 
the two heads of government in 
Ottawa. 


The working paper, prepared by 
the prime minister prior to the 
conference with Kennedy, was said 
to have a note in Kennedy’s hand­ 
writing in the margin—“what do 
we do with the (deleted) on this 
point?" 


The implication was that the 
“deleted” 
was Diefenbaker. 
It 
was said the Kennedy annotation, 
if it were the President's hand­ 
writing, prompted an “extraordi­ 
nary” letter from Ottawa and “one 
of the stiffest notes the U.S. has 


from Washington. 
Earlier in the campaign the 
working paper was mentioned and 
it was speculated that Diefenbaker 
would use it as the final gun in 
his bitter campaign against Pear­ 
son.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A top 
government economist said today 
there is no question but that Ute 
U.S. economy is picking up and 
moving out of its winter plateau. 
The economist, who declined use 
of his name but who is connected 
with the White House, said this 
week's unemployment 
statistics 
arc a confirmation of the busi­ 
ness pickup. 
He referred to a Labor Depart­ 
ment report Thursday that unem­ 
ployment had dropped from 6.1 per 
cent to 5.6 per cent. In round num. 
hers. this meant a reduction of 
about 400,000 in the number of 
persons out of work. 
At the same time employment 
rose by about 800,000. This, in 
turn, was a better than seasonal 
rise in both farm and non-farm 
jobs. 
The economist said in an inter­ 
view that it was th# manner in 
which the drop in unemployment 
came about that was considered 
significant, rather than the actual 
size. 
The reduction represented a1, 
most entirely a drop in unemploy­ 
ment among adult men and wom­ 
en who had been looking for full­ 
time jobs, but had not been able to 
find them before March. The econ­ 
omist said this was “a good solid 
statistic,” not a quirk in the econ­ 
omy which represented some iso­ 
lated development. 
It also meant that the underly­ 
ing economic signals received ear­ 
lier in the year were turning out 
to be correct.
